How an El Dorado County Man 
Eluded the Road-agent—An­ 
other Fresno Murder. 


[special dispatches to the becord-union.) 


A N O TH ER FRESNO M URDER. 


A D ispute O ver th e Possession o f a H orse 
E nds in B loodshed. 
F resno (Cal.), December 15th —The ill-fated 
Billy Martin m ue, at Temperance Flat, Fresno 
county, has just had a chapter of murder added 
to its already bloody history. Henry C. Sulli­ 
van was arraigned before Justice Hoge yester­ 
day, at the instance of J. M. Corrick, to show 
cause why he should not be bound over to keep 
tbe peace. 
The case grows out of a long-standing dispute 
regarding the ownership of the Billy Martin 
mine. About two years ago Corrick obtained a 
judgm ent in the Superior Court declaring him 
to be half-owner in the property, and when he 
visited the mine alter the judgment was rendered 
he got into a dispute with Sullivan, in the 
course of which Corrick shot and wounded Sul­ 
livan. Sullivan returned the fire and wounded 
one of Corrick’s men. 
All of the parties were acquitted of the charges 
made agaiust them at that time, but Coníck 
never went near the mine niter that, and it is 
alleged he had to remain away because he was 
in mortal iear of Sullivan. 
TA t the hearing in the Justice’s Court yester­ 
day Corrick testified that iu the early part of 
August, 1887, alter the Court had decided he was 
entitled to a half interest in the property, he 
went to the mine with a wagon and a team of 
horses and two or three employes, for the pur­ 
pose of working it. He met Sullivan in the vi­ 
cinity and told him that he was going to work 
on the claim, as the Court had decided that he 
was the owner of a half interest. Conick went 
to work Monday morning, when Sullivan came 
along with a pick handle in his hand ami stood 
on a pile of dirt about ten feet above the hole 
in which Corrick was working, and a dispute 
arose between them. Corrick seized a double­ 
barreled shotgun aDd Sullivan ran toward his 
house and got a Winchester repeating ritle. 
One barrel ot Corrick’s shotgun was accident 
ally discharged in the air, but the second barrel 
was better aimed, wounding Sullivan, who got 
behind an oak tree and fired two shots, one of 
which wounded Joe Barnett. 
Corrick swore that he had since remained 
away from the mine through tear of violence at 
the hands of Sullivan, hence this citation ask­ 
ing that Sullivan be bound over to keep the 
peace so that Corrick could go and w ort the 
mine agaiu. 
Sullivan took the stand and after giving his 
version of the fight, which differed but little 
from Corrick’s testimony, said: “Since that 
time I have never spoken to Corrick. I don’t 
know who the mine belongs to, and if Corrick 
goes u d there to work that mine 1 won’t molest 
nim. I won’t even speak to him. He can work 
there all he wants to. I am not in possession of 
the property and I am not under any contract 
to keep possession ot it.” 
In keeping with the sentiment expressed 
above, (orrick set about making preparations 
to go to tbe mine at once and begin operations. 
This morning Cyrus Corrick, a son of J. M. Cor­ 
rick, and a man named J. A. Hammerson, 
started from Fresno with a team and wagon for 
the mine. Corrick has a ranch rented four 
miles west of town, and the men were instruc­ 
ted to go by it aud change one of the horses in 
the team for one on the ranch. 
Arriving at the ranch they found J. W. Hart, 
cousin of Cyrus Corrick, in charge, and he re­ 
fused to give up the horse. A dispute arose be­ 
tween the cou-ins and angry words ensued. 
Finally Hart consented to let Corrick have the 
horse, and the latter proceeded to harness the 
same but the bridle could not be found. Hart 
wou d not tell where it was, and Corrick made 
a search in the ttable for it, and having found 
It, Hart made a plunge at him with a dirk- 
kuife. Corrick wnipped out a revolver urd 
shot Hart in the cliin m aking a severe flesh- 
wound. 
Hart then said “All right; take the horse and 
bridle and all, I don’t care,” and started lor the 
house. Fearing that Hart would secure a Win­ 
chester riile and use it on him, he followed him 
to the house. Hart’s rifle was under the m at­ 
tress, and Hart went straight for it, but before 
he could use it Corrick fired four shots from his 
revolver, any one of which would have been 
fatal. Corrick at once came into town, went to 
the jail aud surrendered himself, and is now 
occupying a cell. 


F A IR E L DORADO. 


T h e G em o f th e F oothills, th e W onder 
an d W o rship of E a rth and Sky. 


P l a c f . r v i l l e , December 15th.—The sun came 
out to-day iu all its splendor. The rains de­ 
scended, the floods came, and all have disap­ 
peared without their leaving a dollar’s worth of 
damage in tiieir wake.

And in the 
great spectacular theater of the enchanting 
border-Jaud between earth and sky, Utopian 
boomers and jealous rivals traiu their opera 
glasses ou the daisy of the foothills, as she tosses 
her bouquets and tips her highland bonnet to 
all new-comers.” 
Mike Murray, convicted of the murder of 
G ruiy, was sentenced to se n e a term of forty 
years’in the Folsom prison. If he is not (arefui 
of his credits he will remain in confinement 
until 1929.

ALL A CQ UITTED. 


T h e D efen d an ts in th e W h am R obbery 
Case F o u n d N ot G uilty. 
Tucson (A. T.), December 15th —The Wham 
jury was charged at noon yesterday, ard after 
being out less than two hours, brought in a ver­ 
dict of not guilty. 
The crime for which the defendants were tried 
was committed May 11th, about 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon, near Cedar Springs, Graham county. 
Major Wham, a Paymaster of the United otates 
arm y, with an escort of eleven colored soldiers, 
was on his wav to Fort Thomas to pay off the 
soldiers. After leaving Cedar SpriDgs the am­ 
bulance entered a narrow gorge, in which it 
was found a high bowlder had been rolled. The 
soldiers got out of the ambulance, taking tbeir 
rifles with them . 
While in the act of removing 
the rock, they were fited upon from ambush. 
The soldiers sought shelter behind the rocks, 
but by a Hank movement ol the robbers were 
driven out, and alter nine of their party had 
been wouuded, sought safety in flight. Major 
Wham and Clerk Gibbon remained concealed 
behind the rock until their escort fled, when 
they also departed. The fight lasted nearly two 
hours, and $29.000 was secured by the robbers 
Two weeks afterwards the defendants, M. E. 
Ciiuningham, Gilbert and Wilford Webb, Lyman 
and Walt. FoUett, David Rogers aud Thomas 
J^amb, were arrested. 
The trial has engendered & great amount of 
bitter feeling in Graham county among tbe Mor­ 
mons, to which church the defendants and wit­ 
nesses belong. The verdict ot not guilty ren­ 
dered so readily occasions much comment.

VARIOUS RUMORS. 
Rumors of all kinds hav* been afloat to-day 
and to-night. However erroneous it may be, 
the public appears to have hastily arrived at the 
conclusion that there is to be a disagreement of 
tbe jury, aud that the old attempts at jurv-brih- 
ing have, in some mysterious way, proved suc­ 
cessful. 
The statement that John Culver of Eypnston, a 
Presbyterian, and one of the most respected 
citizens of this community, is the disagreeing 
jurors, has. however, tended to shake this 
conclusion, and the more conservative are con­ 
tented to await further results before condemn­ 
ing anybody. 
It is quite possible Culver’s obstinacy may ap- 
piy only to some m inor point in the case or to 
the guilt of Kunze and Beggs, although the re- 
pors most current are that he is voting "no” ou 
the broad question of the gailt of the prisoners 
as a body. 
The State’s Attorney and conservative citi­ 
zens generally deprecate the severe strictures 
made by the local papers upon Culver’s obsti­ 
nacy. and no m an in the city is more sanguine 
of an ultimate agreement that the Public Prose­ 
cutor himself. 


T H E JU D G E IN TER V IEW ED. 
An Associated Pr* ss representative called 
upon Judge McConnell this afternoon aud ques­ 
tioned him regarding the rejKtned status of the 
jury. 
"I have had no intimation.” said his Honor, 
“that the jury thinks it will be unable to agree, 
and I am of the opinion a verdict will be ulti­ 
mately reached. I did not expect any verdict, 
even if reached, would be turned iu to-day. It 
is. in fact, doubtful whether the jury is consid 
ering the case at all to-day. 3Iost of its mem­ 
bers are religious men, 
members of some 
church—and it is altogether likely that if any 
particular mau demurred st considering the 
m at’er to-day, the jury would at once acqui­ 
esce to his scruples and postpone further delib­ 
eration until to-morrow. 
"You do not share then in the belief there 
will be a disagreement ?” 
"I do not. I feel quite confident the jury will 
agree in time. 
There is no good reason for this 
hasty conclusion of a disagreement. There are 
a thousand instances where juries have been 
out much longer than this, aud yet finally 
agreed upon a verdict.” 
“It is stated that you intend to keep the jury 
out until they do agree in tbe case a week or 
two if necessary. Is such you intention ?” 
“Of course it would be improper for me to 
state at this time my intention*, even if I could 
anticipate complications which m ight lead to 
such a determination. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that the Court must necessarily 
exercise discretion in such a matter as that the 
Supreme Court may have to pass on in this 
case. Dropping the Cronin case altogether, I 
will illustrate with an imaginary case. Sup­ 
pose we have a case where eleven men are 
agreed upon the guilt of a defendant, aud the 
twelfth believes iu his innocence. That jury, 
we will say. is kept out two or three days, ana 
the status of the opinion Ls the same—one mau 
still holding out agaiust eleven 
Suppose then 
the Judge should order them out indefinitely 
after they had stated their inability, surd ulti­ 
mately foree them to a verdict, the eleven men 
all the time arguing w ith, remonstrating with, 
and chiding with the twelfth. Suppose then 
the case should go to the Supreme Court, and 
the twelfth man snould come forward and state 
that he had been coerced aud worried into an 
agreement by his fellows against his l¿£yp,r 
ÍHfeSf'&ixTely* or anguish that he hail con­ 
sented to tbe vercict. Iu such a case do you 
doubt that the Supreme Court would invalidate 
that verdict, or order a new trial of the cause ? 
"This jury.” he said, "would be given ample 
time and every opportunity to agree, but the 
demarcation b ttween a deliberate conclusion 
aud a coercive verdict should be clo*ely drawn. 
The law does not C9ntemplate an inquisition to 
extort judgment from th em iu d o f a juror.” 
"Have you received any requ< st from thejury 
for special instructions since its retirement '.’” 
“1 have not. I have never been in the jury- 
room, aud indeed I have no right to enter it. 
Should they request my fuller interpretation of 
any instruction which the Court has given 
them, they can only request it formally. Then 
it is the duty of the Court to call them iuto 
Court, aud there, in the presence of the defend­ 
ants and their attorneys, interpret to the jury’s 
satisfaction the law applying to tbe evidence. 
No such request has beeu made, aud uo reading 
of the record or evidence has beeu asked for.” 
‘In case of a disagreement of the jury, will 
the case be tried agaiu before you, or cau the de­ 
fendants take a change of venue out of the 
county ?” 
"The defendants can by the customary affida­ 
vits take a change of venue from ten consec­ 
utive Judges and probably succeed in having it 
tried out of the county There are five defendants 
aud each defendant can twice have an oppor­ 
tunity of demanding a change of venue, so that 
a change could be mccessfully taken from ten 
Judges. 
‘•What county would these changes of venue 
probably take the case to eventually?” 
“Likely to Lake or Dupage county. They are 
the nearest counties to Cook. Ren:ember, now, 
that in answering these questions I am not at­ 
tempting to predict what the defendants’ attor­ 
neys would ilo. but simply what they could do 
under the law by availing themselves of all its 
privileges.” 
an i n s a n e j u r o r 
It seems to be generally conceded to-night 
that juror Culver is the only recalcitrant mem­ 
ber of the Cronin jury, but there is a wide d ir- 
fereuccof opinion as to the motives by which 
lie is actuated 
Culver is a prominent member 
or the Methodist Church and a Prohibitionist, 
and believes in complete sanctification. Luring 
the intervals of the trial he has been a close 
Bible reader, carrying a small edition in his 
>ocke'. Those who know him best declare that 
lis integrity is impregnable. 
A startling statement was made to-night that 
the m ental strain caused by the long trial has 
unbalanced his mind, and that he is, in a degree 
at least, distracted on the subject of Cronin’s 
death and its cause. 
A report leaks out from the jury room that he 
separated himself from the other jurors aud 
maintained a continued silence, reiusiug to dis­ 
cuss the case. 
Another report to-niglit is that thejury agreed 
upon a verdict of the death penalty upon 
Coughlin, Burke and O’Sullivan, acquitting 
Beges and sentencing Kunze to fifteen years iu 
prison. 
MRS. CULVER IN TER V IEW ED . 


E v a n s t o n (111.), December 15th.—A repre­ 
sentative of the Associated Press called to-night 
at the home of John Culver, the supposed ob­ 
jecting juror in tbe Cronin case, and had an 
interview with his wife, who has been charged 
in tbe Chicago papers with having had a secret 
and presumably improper conversation with her 
husband before thejury retired. 
The family is greatly agitated over the reports 
in the papers. Mrs. Culver told of her actions 
on Friday, saying she rent her son down town 
in the morning to tell Bailiff Santa, whom she 
knew well, that she would not take diuner 
with her husband, as she had been accustomed 
to do. In the afternoou she saw her husband. 
Bailiff Santa stood right beside thtm and heard 
every word they said 
She only spoke of not 
having come down to dinner, etc. She did not 
endeavor to hold any private conversation with 
her husband. 
Iu regard to the intimation that her husband 
had been bribed, she said she had never spoken 
toatiy a g iu to f the defendants, and had never 
had any conversation with her husbaud which 
she would hesitate to make public. 
"i do not believe,” she added, “that there is 
a man on earth who could bribe Mr. Culver. I 
do not know his position in the case. I do know 
that my sou and my husband’s partner met 
State’s Attorney Ixrngenecker to night, and that 
gentleman expressed him self confident of my 
busband’s integrity.

— The steamer 
Horrax arrived here to-day from Brazil. She 
left Rio Janeiro November 23d. On the second 
day of the revolution a cipher dispatch was re­ 
ceived announcing that there had been an un- 
risiug in Bahia, aud a fight had taken place be­ 
tween the militia and Imperialists, and 500 per- 
sous had been lille i. After that the Govern­ 
ment at once stopped all cipher telegraphic 
communication and placed a strict watcn on 
ali ordinary messages. 
So complete were the arrangements of the Re­ 
publicans, that when the Republic was an­ 
nounced all of the Imperial war vessels, that 
for weeks had beeu lying in the harbor, were *o 
fixed that it was impossible for them to partici­ 
pate iu any uprising that might possibly have 
occurred. 
Another rumor was one regarding the eight 
naval officers who had refused to submit to the 
Republicans.

The San Francisco Chronicle yesterday 
contained the following remarkable edito­ 
rial : 


The characteristic m eanness of th e Central 
Pacific m onopoly has received an o th er illu stra­ 
tion in Sacram ento. 
As every one knows, the 
nse of the river front and (he R-s’reet levees 
w as given to th e corporation u n d er an express 
agreem ent th a t it would keep tbem in good con­ 
d itio n . Now the com pany lies th e cheek to 
step ia and ask th a t th e chain-gang, now em ­ 
ployed in repairing streets, be transferred to tbe 
levees. The object, oi course, is to save a few 
d ollars to the corporation, and ih e result will 
be to increase the already burdensom e taxes of 
th e people of Sacram ento. There is plenty of 
w ork for the cang on the sheets of th at city, 
a n d it should be kept at work on them , and the 
C en tral Patulle should be forced to keep up to 
its agreem ent. A sim ple refusal on the p a -t of 
th e citiz-ns to accede to tbe cheeky dem and 
w ill he sufficient, as self-interest w ill compel 
th e com pany to look after the levees, injury to 
w h ic h w. uld result iu g :eat traffic losses. 
We do not recall an instance of more 
unblushing mendacity than that above 
quoted. 
In the first place, the company is 
not under any contract to raise the levees. 
The city alone can order levees raised. 
It 
does not occupy the whole of the Front- 
street levee. The narrowest and longest 
stretch of Front-street levee that should 
be raised and strengthened is not occupied 
by the tracks of the railroad company, and 
never has been—that is to say, the section 
from R to Y street. 
Moreover, the fact is 
that it has kept the space it does occupy 
in good repair and never has had any com­ 
plaint to the contrary. 
Whenever the city raised a levee grade 
the company has always paid the cost of 
such grading as affected its tracks and 
buildings. 
The law upon the subject is to be found 
in Chapter 15 of the Statutes of California 
relating to the city of Sacramento. The 
Act was approved April 14, 1863. 
Under 
the head of the duties of the company re­ 
lating to ievees the law reads: 
Section 4. T he said railroad shall, a t all tim es, 
after using th e said levee for railro ad purposes, 
as aforesaid, and w hite so using th e sam e, beep 
in good repair, an d m aintain at its present 
h ig h t, such portion of said levee as m ay be 
used by said com pany for railroad purposes as 
aforesaid: r,nd shall also m ake an d keep in re­ 
p air si- necessary croasiugs over said levee and 
railroad. 
The railroad company has always com­ 
plied with this law. arid has gone lieyond 
it in liberally aiding the city in levee con­ 
struction and defense. 
It will be seen that 
the law does not hind the company to 
r awc- BTJJ IcTCC Tíhutevki- eU«* 
„ A|l| v 
be ordered and done by the city. 
The company did not make the proposi­ 
tion that a chain-gang should be em­ 
ployed in working upon the levees, and 
knew nothing of it. The idea of utilizing 
the labors of a chain-gang (which, by the 
way, never is used to 
repair streets, 
for 
the 
best of 
reasons, 
Ihe city as 
yet has no chain-gang—that is to say, 
any prisoners in the city prison who 
remain idle), has long been in contempla­ 
tion by the City Trustees, and to that end 
arrangements have been made, and are 
now in process of realization, to employ 
prisoners in operating rook crushers to 
prepare stone for use wherever wanted. 
During the recent season of high water, 
the local Superintendent of the railroad 
company, Mr. J. P>. W right, voluntarily 
tendered to the Trustees the services of a 
force of men numbering some five hundred, 
should they he needed, to resist any assault 
the waters might make in any quarter. 
The company, through the same agency, 
pri . kh' l several thousand sacks, and dis­ 
tributed them at convenient points for use 
under orders of the Trustees, for filling 
with earth. 
It did more than that. It 
brought to the city and tendered to the 
Trustees more than 150 carloads of broken 
granite, to be used as the officials should 
order, and it notified the city authorities 
that trains without limit were at their 
command on a moment’s notice. The 
references in the 
R e c o u p - U n io n and in 
other journals of Sacramento concerning 
th e raising and broadening of the levees, in 
repeated articles referred to the whole 
levee system of the city needing any re­ 
pair, and not especially or alone to those 
in part used by the railroad company. 
It is apparent on its face that the article 
of the Chronicle was intended to convey a 
false impression, for had that paper desired, 
its own reporters in this city could have 
furnished it with the true state of facts, 
which the article in question in no re­ 
spect reflects. 
We rather admire a skillful liar for his 
art, even while despising the falsehood. 
W e have only contempt for a blundering 
an.! stupid one. 
If the Chronicle has any 
doubt concerning the part the railroad 
company played during the recent freshet, 
which after all did not do one dollar’s 
worth of damage in this city, it should 
make inquiries of Mayor Gregory and 
T¡ tutees McLaughlin and Wolf, who have 
repeatedly and warmly testified to the 
promptness and splendid liberality of the 
tenders of assistance tbe company made in 
the re: cnt storm, and which action was but 
a parallel to like action whenever there 
has been the slightest or- asion to fear the 
assaults of waters, ia all the years past; 
and some few years ago the company went 
beyond these tenders in time of trial, and 
when the city was engaged in raising the 
north levees, voluntarily took upon itself 
a large share of the work and expense, and 
enabled the city to do the raising at 
greatly reduced cost by using its cars and 
tracks. 
But it is not necessary to recall 
these facts in this city, as every well-in­ 
formed citizen is fully aware of them. The 
only excuse for noticing the Chronicle's 
pitiful mendacity at all, is to prevent 
fa -c impressious being made abroad.

A BUDGET OF INFORMATION FROM 
THE REV. C. H. BEECHGOOD. 


An Idea of the Great D eluge of Liter­ 
ature Spread Upon the 1 arth— 
Pernicious W ritings. 


Rev. C. H. Beechgood delivered a very 
interesting and instructive sermon yester­ 
day at Central M. E. Church. He took for 
his subject, “Books,” and his text was from 
Prov. x v i. 1G: “How much better is it to 
get wisdom than gold.” 
“It is said that from the garden of Eden 
four rivers flowed to water the earth,’’ said 
the speaker, “and so the great streams of 
literature are flowing to the cardinal points, 
and filling the whole earth. Literary 
streams of pure, limpid, sparkling, moral 
water, flashing out into the sunlight, bub­ 
bling with life and activity, singing with a 
quiet conscience, sending out its reviving 
influence to everything upon its banks, 
and bearing upon its bosom the white lily 
of truth as the insignia of purity. Children 
Ídunge into it without ft ar of danger; women 
auncb out and trim their sails and fear not 
shallows, nor sand-bars, nor whirlpools; 
men have spent their lives upon it, and 
have recived a generous rebate. There are 
also literary streams of black, nauseous, 
turbid water, tunneling into the mountaina 
of character, avoiding the light, hiding 
away from the sunshine, sending out their 
tributaries of moral disease into the hearts 
and minds and souls of the youth; blight­ 
ing the lives of thousands of women, and 
floating the boats of thousands of men sail- 
less and rudderless, out on the great sea of 
eternity. 
The great ocean of printed matter is a 
the flood tide and ¡9 covering the bare and 
sterile shore of ignorance. Ten9 of tbou- 
sands of books f.om the press daily. Mill­ 
ions of newspapers fly like carrier pigeons 
to the very homes of the people. Over 
450.000 books go forih from the press of 
New York alone, a day; and three of her 
dailies have an aggregate circulation of 
nearly a million and a half. In the days 
of Noah the windows of heaven were 
opened and a great flood was the result; the 
waters covered the face of the earth. The 
hands of Gutenbere and Faust, directed by 
the hand cf Omnipotence, opened the win­ 
dows of the firmament of letters, and with 
their movable type deluged again the world. 
We cannot measure the vast depths of this 
mighty it )od; we may sound it in but a 
few places and try to form some mental 
calculation. The largest collection of books 
of ancient world was the library founded 
by Ptolemy Pbiladelphius, at A lexandria, 
said to have contained 700,000 volumes. 
The great library of Pergamus, that was 
sent by Antbonv as a gift to Cleopatra, con­ 
tained over 200,000 volumes. Tbe Ambro­ 
sian library at Milan, with its 140,000 vol­ 
umes: the Mazarine library in Paris, with 
its 100,000 volumes; the National library at 
Naples, witii ils 200 0J0 volumes; the Im­ 
perial library of Vienna, founded bv Em­ 
peror Frederick III. with its 400,000 vol­ 
umes; the Royal library at Munich, with 
its 800,000 volumes, that owes its origin to 
Albert V. Duke of Bavaria; the Imperial 
library at St. Petersburg, with its 1,000,000 
volumes; the great library in the British 
Museum, with its 1000.000 volumes; the 
great library of France, with its 2 000,0O0 
volumes: and in our own country, the 
Astor liicary with ils 180,000 volumes; the 
Mercantile library, New York, with its 
180.000 volumes, the Yale library at New 
Haven, with its 190,000 volumes, and the 
library of Congress with its 350,000 vol­ 
umes; acd we would not forget our own 
State library , with its 70,000 volumes, give 
bul a poor and inadquate idea of the num­ 
berless volumes of the world. 
Magliabecchi, the celebrated librarian of 
Florence, lived, ate, drank and slept among 
his books. His house was one great pile 
of book3. The lower rooms were filled 
with them, not only on the sides, but in 
great stacks upon the floors, only a narrow 
walk-from room to room. 
uf^-porches were filled with books as 
far out as the awning would protect them 
from the rain. The staircase and upper 
rooms were filled with books; he slept 
upon them, had them for his pillow, and at 
night covered himself with books. He 
carried a pan upon bis arm in which a fire 
was kept constantly burning to warm his 
hands. The world is one monstrous li­ 
brary ; there are books along all the walks 
of life, in ail our homes, s'acked on the 
shelves cf the book seller, at astonishingly 
low prices. Agents call upon you and urge 
you to subscribe; advertisements fill the 
papers, asking your orders for books. The 
angel measured the cily, New Jerusalem, 
and gave its dimensions; but who can 
measure tbe influence of this mighty, over­ 
whelming, irresistible tide of materialized 
thought, boundless as the unexplored and 
limitless universe? Tbe pen has done 
more toward shaping the destiny of the 
world tban the sword. Marathon, Hast­ 
ings, Orleans, Blenheim, Saratoga and 
Waterloo did less toward revolution than 
did the Reformation and the revival of let­ 
ters. An author may do more to influence 
the fortunes of the world than a statesman 
or a warrior, and the deeds and perform­ 
ances by which this influence is created 
may rank in interest and importance with 
the' decision of great Congresses or the 
skilled valor of a memorable field. It is 
certainly not too much to say that Homer, 
Aristotle. Dante or L >rd Bacon may take 
rank with a Ctesar, a Napoleon or a Well­ 
ington. 
“Homer’s Iliad was the constant com­ 
panion of Alexander. He carried it in a 
richly jeweled casket of gold, and at night 
he laid it. with sword, beneath his pillow. 
The thrilling deeds of its real and imagi­ 
nary heroes had much to do in molding 
the character of the great commander. 
Again, the life of Alexander inspired two 
other warriors. It was Caesars highest am­ 
bition to walk in the steps of Alexander, 
and Charles the XII. of Sweden from his 
boyhood sought to imitate the great Mace­ 
donian conqueror. In tmn the lite of 
Gi jar inflamed the Turkish Emperor Soly- 
man in his campaign through Egypt and 
Persia. Take paper and pencil and cipher, 
if you will, how far up and how far down 
and how far out reaches the influence of 
the printing press. 
“ 'A mighty influence,’ you say, ‘is ex­ 
erted by the press." A mighty influence; 
but what is that influence? Is it for good 
or is it for evil ? Both. both. 
“The pirate of pernicious literature and 
unclean books and papers has circumnavi­ 
gated tbe globe with the black flag at the 
masthead and many a soul has beta made 
to ‘walk tbe plank'"rnto the abyss of eter­ 
nal ruin. An epidemic of this loathsome, 
moral disease is sweeping over our dear 
country into our own commcnity, nay, 
into our very hom< s, and the bodies of the 
victims are found in tbe penitentiaries 
and dens of shame, and in the asylums for 
the imbecile and the iDsane. and many 
more have gone down in an avalanche of 
horror and despair. The great heart of 
this country about two years »go was made 
to stand still, and then again her pulses 
were made to beat with a quicker throb, as 
the great tragedy of seventeen months' en­ 
actment was at last brought to a close. I 
refer to tbe execution of the Anarchists at 
Chicago. Four men at the command of 
the law 6tood bound hand and foot, with 
covered facc3, upon the death-trap a mo­ 
ment and then were sprung into eternity. 
We listened and wa cbed with great anx- 
ietv for the dispatches, and every eye was 
turned toward Springfield and to Governor 
Oglesby. My friends, thousands of the 
sons and daughters of our own dear homes 
are standing upon tbe death-trap of perni­ 
cious literature. They are beirg bound 
hand and foot, and a black cap is being 
drawn over their intellect and over the fair 
face of their souls. Can we do anything to 
save them ? Yes. yes. yes. In the name of 
God, yes. Send in a remonstrance, send up 
petition after petition to the Supreme Gov­ 
ernor of the universe, let it be signed by 
every Christian man and woman in all 
the world; stamp it with the blood of 
Calvary, and seal it with the groans of 
Golgotha. Appeal, appeal to the High 
Tribunal. Call fora new trial; and then 
make the acquittal sure by excluding from 
yonr libraries and tables every question­ 
able book and paper and picture. 
“Yon say, ‘There are none in mv home 1’ 
God grant it, but such books hide away 
from the light. They love the darkness 
better than the light, because their deeds 
are evil. 
“While I was at school one of the Pro­ 
fess,, i found one of these vile books in the 
possession of one of the pupils. Every 
one was surprised, but a thorough search 
was instigated and twenty or more were 
found in tbe possession of as many more 
pupijs. Every book and paper should be 
held at quarantine until it is known to 
carry no infections disease, and if it be 
found to contain the plague, let it hs scut­ 
tled and fired. Tbe minds of young peo­ 
ple are like the sensitive-p!a:ts in the pho­ 
tographer’s camera—a wry short exposure 
leaves tha image on the soul. 
“John Angel James, one of the grandest 
men England ever producid, and one of 
the tac?t consistent Christians that ever 
honored the church cf God. said that when 


a boy he was loaned a bad book for fifteen 
minutes, aod in alter life he was never 
fable to erase the impression from his 
memory. Benjamin Franklin tells as, in 
one of his letters, that when a iittle boy 
there fell into his band3 a hook entitled 
‘An Essay to do Good,’ by Cotton Mather, 
and be says: ‘If I have been a useful citi­ 
zen. the public owes all the advantage of it 
to that little book.’ Jeremy Bentbam says 
that the whole course of his life was di­ 
rected by a single phrase that caught bis 
eye at the end of a paragraph in a pamph­ 
let, ‘The greatest good to the greatest 
number.' George Law, when a boy on bis 
father's farm,came in possession of an old, 
unknown book which told the story of 
a farmer’s son who went out in the 
world to seek his fortune, and after 
years of absence returned home a rich man. 
From that moment he became restless ; he 
took the hero of the story as his example, 
left home, and after a while returned a 
millionaire, paid his father’s debts and 
lived in affluence. Dante, in hisimaginary 
journey through perdition, describes an 
interview with Paula and Francesca, an 
Italian lord and lady, and they ascribed 
the loss of their souls to the reading of a 
bad book. 
“O, the world-wide, eternity-extending 
influence of a book. It may be the leaves 
plucked from tbe tree of life for the heal­ 
ing of the nations, or it may be the death- 
warrant in the hands of a relentless execu­ 
tioner. 
“What can we do to direct in the right 
channel this mighty tide of influence ? 
“The fit st thing to do is to put the heel 
on the head of the monster of pernicious 
literature. If yonr boy or girl had an adder 
or a viper for a plaything you would wade 
through ¡fire to stamp out its life; and 
these vile ecorpions of moral poison hide 
away n all of the out-of-the-way places. 
They lark in the barn maDgers and in the 
hay-loft and in the inside coat-pocket. 
Search for them, and let no stone be un­ 
turned in the search. 
“ The question has been asked me many 
times, ‘What do you think of novel read­ 
ing?’ That depends upon the kind. There 
are novels that make tbe life happier and 
the heart purer ; novels which inspire to 
greater exertion; that are the drum and 
fife in the march of life. The world owes 
a debt of gratitude to Hawthorne, Macken­ 
zie, Holland and Harriet Beecher Stowe 
which it will never pay. Dickens gives 
good, lively exercise in every day life. 
Scott carries us back through the otherwise 
almest-forgotten past. James Fenimore 
Cooper keeps bright the picture of the 
primeval American forest; and a score of 
others give lively exercise to the mind and 
are salt and spice, rendering more nutri­ 
tious the stronger literary least. But the 
light, trashy novel, brainless as it is soul­ 
less, is full of the strychnia and corrosive- 
sublimate of society, and unstrings the 
nerves and pales the cheek, so that there is 
discord in the music of life. In this class 
of books life is so overdrawn that the com­ 
mon, every-day life of reality becomes al­ 
most unbearable. The women are either 
angels or demons, and the men are heroes 
or villains. 
“Women are only women, and men are 
only m en; and while all men are he­ 
roes and all women are heroines who fulfill 
their mission in life, they are not of the 
kind in the novelette, and the reader goes 
up and down the earth in vain search for 
their ideal. How small tbe four walls of 
the humble home appear, how mean the 
furniture, how tasteless its life. Ob, for 
some prince in disguise, some thrilling ro­ 
mance. Life is not a fairy land, bat a work 
shop; and a man or woman must use the 
chisel and mallet, knocking off the rongh 
corners, before he or she can polish 
the statue of a perfect character. ‘Life 
is real, life is earnest,’ and the nov­ 
elette makes it all a mirage. In crossing 
the desert, the weary and thirsty traveler 
sees just a little way ahead a beautiful 
river, 
or a lake, or a grove of 
palms, 
where 
there 
must 
be 
a 
spring, 
aud 
would 
hasten 
toward 
it; but the gnide knows too well the de­ 
lusion. The novelette reader is always 
seeing air-castlesand dreaming day dreams. 
But you say there are a great many good 
things even in these light novels, a great 
many good lessons. That may be true, but 
there is too much poison. The mind is 
too much like a filter, the pure, clear drops 
of truth pass through and the debris is re­ 
tained. It yon go through a swamp to 
gather a rare flower which do you get the 
most of, beauty or mire? There are so 
many rare gardens of literary beauty, filled 
with rich exotics, that there is a great 
waste of time wading into a marsh for a 
few imperfect blossoms. 
“I once entered a bookstore to purchase 
Tom Paine's ‘Age of Reason.’ As I stood 
looking at the book a friend came íd. 
‘What book have jou?’ he asked. ‘Paine’s 
Age of Reason,’ I answered. ‘Did you 
ever read it?’ ‘Yes, and it did me do good. 
It is full of poison. It may not hurt yon, 
but it is a waste of time. You might be 
reading something better.’ I laid the book 
down and went away without it. One of 
the best rules to follow is never read any­ 
thing that can do you no good. Books 
should be chosen, as good companions, 
with reference to their influence. We may 
have for our companions the best and 
wisest men of all ages. In good books 
great men talk to ns and give ns 
their most precious thoughts, and pour 
their souls into ours. We may dream of 
Paradise with Milton, or learn wisdom of 
Franklin. And what a wonderful pano­ 
rama may unfold before us. We may 
breathe the morning air of the world with 
the scent of Eden’s roses yet upon it. We 
may view the pyramids and the great 
Spbynx ; burning Moscow and sacked Je­ 
rusalem, and buried Pompii and Hercu- 
lanea ; tbe Persian hosts of five millions at 
Thermopyles, and the brave band ot Spar­ 
tan defenders ; the arcophagus.at Athtns, 
where Paul declared the ur known God ; 
the Roman amiphitheater, wth its gladia­ 
torial contests; the conqueror returning 
triumphant, with captives chained to his 
chariot wheels ; the Swiss villages, sleep­ 
ing among the Alps; the Alhambra, tue 
Vatican ; all are brought before us, and we 
may eDjoy foreign travel in our own homes. 
“"l believe the press is to do much in the 
evaugeiization ot the world. Mark the in­ 
creasing tendency for good. Very little of 
infidelity or skepticism in the daily papers, 
but many sermons and much Christian 
thought. There is an increasing demand 
for this kind of reading. A sermon from 
the pnlpit may reach a thousand or two, 
but the bread of iife is broken among the 
millions through the press. May God 
hasten the day when the spirit of Christ 
shall pervade the literature of our country, 
and blot out all pernicious book and papers. 
“The first national library in Egypt seems 
to have been placed under the protection of 
the deities, for their statues adorn the 
building. Upon the front was the inscrip 
tion, ‘The Nourishment of tbe Soul,’ or. ac­ 
cording to Diodorus, ‘The Medicine of the 
Mind.’ Let all our libraries be dedicated 
to the God of all gods, and let there be in­ 
scribed upon all books that find their way 
into our hom e,‘Nourishment of the Soul.’ 
“There is one more book of which we 
wish to speak—a book in which all may have 
an interest. ‘O,’ yon say. ‘that is the Bible.’ 
No, not tbe Bible; but‘The Lamb's Book 
of Life.’ In Chins, tbe names of all per­ 
sons who have been tiied for crime are 
written in one of two books, which are 
called respectively ‘The Book of Life’ and 
‘The Book of Death.’ Those who are 
acquitted may be found in tbe ‘Book of 
Life,’ and those who are found guilty in 
the ‘Book of Death.’ Daniel says. ‘Every­ 
one was saved whose name was found writ­ 
ten in the book.’ Aud Faul speaks of 
‘those whose names are written in the 
book.’ Is your name there, my brother? 
Is your name there, my sister? Send in 
yonr request, for He bas said : ‘Him that 
comelh unto me I will in no wise cast out.’ 
We may know down here whether our 
names are there or not.”

The Crevasse Continues to W iden, and 
it is Thought the Channel will 
he Changed. 


Old Sol was out in all his glory and brill­ 
iancy yesterday, dispersing the oppressive 
gloom that has for the past fortnight over­ 
cast the country. 
The day was beautilully clear, and the 
blue-tinted sky made it, barring a slight 
chillness, all that could be desired. The 
day of rest, the first since the raging and 
turbulent waters of the Sacramento spent 
its force, was taken advantage of by thou­ 
sands of the people of the city, in viewing 
with curious wonder the condition of the 
now mighty stream. 
It seemed as if the entire population had 
turned out to do the clay-colored river 
homage. 
All day long there was a continuous 
stream of people crossing the Yolo bridge 
and down the levee to the break at Payne's 
ranch. The break was tbe objective point 
for everybody, and Washington never be­ 
fore was honored by a visit from so many 
people. At the break there was seen the 
mad rushing water leaping in great vol­ 
umes through the crevasse, aud as far as 
the eye could reach a sea of water was all 
that could be seen. 
The break is widening and the current is 
becoming more violent. It is impossible 
for steamers to tow a barge up the river 
past this place. The San Joaquin No. 3 
attempted it yesterday, and the barge came 
near being drawn into the break. It is 
feared that tbe break is causing the forma­ 
tion of a sandbar reaching to the other side. 
In that event navigation will be impeded 
for some lime. It is thought, too, that tbe 
channel will be greatly changed. 
CONDITION OF THE RAILROAD. 
The railroad between Washington and 
Davisville, running through the tule basin, 
is being patrolled throughout its entire 
length day and night. The water does not 
appear to have aflected the land south of 
the road, but on the north side the water 
encroaches almost to the top of the em­ 
bankment. The road has "been banked 
with sandbags on that side for several 
milea. In some places along the road the 
water is twenty feet deep. In the distance 
windmills about four feet out of tbe water 
can be seen. A number of carcasses of an­ 
imals are floating in tbe basin. 
Yesterday afternoon in a special (rain 
George Crocker, C. B. Alexander, ol 
New York, General Superintendent J. A. 
Fillmore, Division Superintendent Wright, 
and others, inspected tbe road. Mr.Wright 
says that the road is in as good condition 
as could be expected under the circum­ 
stances, and that no danger of the wash­ 
ing out of the road was apprehended unless 
there was a heavy wind. 
OCCURRENCES IN GENERAL. 
For the relief of H. S. Moddison and fam­ 
ily, who lost their home and almost every­ 
thing they possessed by the break, a con­ 
tribution box was passed around among 
the visitors who went to the crevasse, and 
a neat sum of money was collected, as 
many of those who could gave their mite. 
In the lower portion of Washington, 
where the backwater flowed, the servicts of 
of boats are required to carry persons to 
and from their homes. 
On the Yolo levee, in the morning, a 
Chinaman was cruelly knocked down and 
beaten with a board by two men. The 
Mongolian remained at Constable Tod- 
hunter’s place for several hours, in hope 
that the two men would show up, so that 
he could point them out to be arrested. 
The forty head of horses on the Tod- 
hunter ranch have all been taken to places 
of safety. 
The "men who paved the lives of the 
Chinamen who were in Payne’s barn when 
the levee broke, were promised a reward 
by the heathens for their gallant life-saving 
work. They have not received their reward 
yet, though they have asked for it. and 
they now intend to bring suit against the 
Chinaman who agreed to pay the rescuers 
for their services. 
John Cummings, who was thought to be 
in Moddison’s house when it was washed 
away, turned up yesterday. He was at 
Antelope at the time of the break. 
On Saturday a man called “Uncle Ben­ 
nie,” a member of the Salvation Army, 
was in a dnck-boat rowing to his house, 
opposite Curtis’ place in Washington, when 
the boat capsized. He was in the water 
abont three hours before he was rescued by 
William Harms and another man. 
R. 8. Carey was at his Yolo ranch yes­ 
terday. He says his cattle and hotses are 
all safe, aDd that he did not lose any. He 
had them removed from the islaDd upon 
which they were three weeks ago, and 
they are now in comfortable quarters with 
plenty of feed. 
A few miles from Washington, on the 
south side of the railroad, three horses 
who were in the flooded districts in Yolo 
county, have taken refuge on a knoll pro­ 
jecting from the water. 
A telephone message to the Record- 
U n io n from Freeport, la s t eveniDg, stated 
that the back levee in tbe Lisbon District, 
on the Yolo side of the river, had broken 
and that many head of horses and cattle 
were in danger.

LONDON’S DISGRACE. 


It W ill H asten th e D ow nfall of R oyalty 
in E ng lan d . 
London, December 15th —No one not actually 
in the British Kingdom just now can appreciate 
the enormous present and probable political ef­ 
fect of the developments' in “the West End 
scandals." as they are called. It is the almost 
universal expression th at they m ay and probably 
will result iu upsetting not only royalty in the 
Kingdom, but the rule of the privileged classes 
as well, in other words, that they will end in 
bringing about speedily a republic upon the 
ruins of the present monarchy and the House of 
Lords. 
The fact that Prince Albert Victor, the eldest 
son of the Prince of Wales, and therefore heir 
to the British throne, is connected wirh the 
scandals, either personally and crim inally, as 
freely charged, or, os officially admitted, by the 
connection with them of his intim ate friends, 
of cour*e makes their political effect most mo­ 
mentous. It is the opinion of every thoughtful 
man in the Kingdom that when the scandals 
are fully inquired into by Parliament and all 
the frightful details become public property, 
either Prince Victor will be deprived of the 
succession—a proceeding almost impossible of 
conjecture—or that Queen Victoria will be offi­ 
cially declared the last 
monarch of Great 
Britain, and ihat a republic will immediately 
succeed her death 
That this proceeding will be quite feasible 
and could be accomplished without disturbing 
the peace of the c untry is believed and openly 
discussed everywhere. The Prince of Wales is 
quite a sensible man and as c’osely in sympa hy 
with public sentiment as was Dom Pedro in 
Brazil, and he would be as ready to gracefully 
bow to the inevitable. 
Not only the aristocracy of the peerage are 
drawn into the filthy whirlpool, but the names 
of the aristocracy of the city. Men whose 
names are a power in finance and men who are 
constantly to be met in Ixindon drawing-rooms 
are drawn into it also. Only the American and 
some or the continental papers have dared to 
call by name the ti led men who have left their 
country for their country’s good. 
This leads a society paper, published to day. 
to observe that the American papers must treed 
carefully, because, when the degrading facts 
come out, if they *:ver do, it will be found that 
come prominent Americans who have been ad­ 
mitted to ihe "swell set" iu London are also in 
the mess. 


IT STILL RAGES. 


T he Influenza A ttack s th e R ich an d P o o r 
iu P alace and C ottage. 
London, December 15th —King Alfonso has 
the influenza. In St. Petersburg, where the dis­ 
ease was first detected, it still rages with dim in­ 
ished force. Quite a number of Grand Dukes 
are suffering from it, while the British, German, 
Turkish, Chinese and Persian Embassadors are 
confined to their rooms. 
In Vienna the disease first appeared in the 
hospital and laid low the professors, doctors and 
nurses, and then attacked the patients. Thence 
it spread to the Opera House, dimmed the lus­ 
tre of local stars, played havoc with the chorus 
and utterly spoiled the ballet, for nobody could 
sing or dance with porket-handkerchiefs to 
their noses. The Austrian Imperial family has 
so far escaped, but the Russian and British Em- 
has adors are both ou the sick list, and Ger­ 
many’s military attache, Major von Dines, is in 
a doleful condition. 
In Berlin, the victims include the famous 
Professor Virchow. In Rome the disease has 
overtaken and prostrated the Russian Prince, 
who fled from St. Petersburg to escape it. 


N EW VESSELS. 


Six New O cean S team ers to be A dded to 
th e A tlan tic F leet. 
London, December 15th. — 8:x new ocean 
steamships, built upon the fastest models, are to 
be added to the Atlantic iket One of the Ham- 
burg-American line, to be launched in March to 
make regular trips, may be called the Norman- 
di i. She will be 520 feet long, with 59 feet beam, 
38 feet depth of hold, and 16,000 indicated horse­ 
power. 
The sister ship to the Normandia will not be 
built until the spring of 1892. 8be will be calltd 
the Vene í¡l Tne keel Is now being laid by the 
Vulcan Shipbuilding Company at Stettin. 
Ih e E'rench line also has a big twin-screw 
ship ou the stocks, expected to be running next 
summer, to be called the Lorraine, aud to be 
several thousand tons larger than any others of 
the line. Between New Y’ork and Havre the 
mearner Teutonic will have the sister ship 
Majestic. The Cunard line is also constructing 
two new powerful ships.
